THE SECOND ST. LOUIS PEN- 
SION FUND CONCERT. 


The second annual concert given 
under the auspices of Local No. 2, 
A. F. of M., of St. Louis, Mo., for 
the benefit of the Old Age Pension 
Fund, took place at the Coliseum 
the largest hall in St. Louis, Wednes- 
day, December 1, 1915. 

This concert was given by a band 
of 300 members of Local No. 2, 
under the direction of a Missouri 
boy, Mr. Arthur Pryor, known the 
world over as one of the best expon- 
ents of the artistic and proper hand- 
ling of bands of this character. 

Five thousand people attended the 
concert, and not one left his or her 
seat until the last note was sounded. 
From his first appearance on the 
stage, Mr. Pryor had the immense 
audience with him. 

The concert was a grand success 
in every respect; artistic, attendance. 
and remunerative. 

All the participants tendered their 
services free. 

We append some clippings from the 
local papers which were very fair in 
their announcements previous to the 
concert, and criticisms of.the concert. 

Mr. Louis Dodge of the Republic 
gave the concert a fine sendoff in an 
article appended as follows: 


One might easily become eloquent over the 
entertainment that is to be given in the Coli- 
seum Wednesday evening. 

Three hundred musicians will assemble in 
the big place upon Washington and Jefferson 
avenues, and they will all do their best to 
make good music. 

Arthur Pryor, who is, perhaps, the most 
popular bandmaster before the public—cer- 
tainly the most popular among the younger 
school of directors—will wield his emphatic 
baton before that army of men. 

Incidentally, there will be two vocal soloists 
to appear in connection with the band num- 
bers, which are to constitute the backbone of 
the entertainment. These will be Miss Sybil 
Owen-Hartley, soprano, and Homer Moore, 
barytone. 

The reason for so much massing of forces? 
Well, the reason is one that should appeal to 
every one of us who lkes music, whether it 
be the critical opera goer or the boy who foi- 
lows the “Old Kentucky” band up Olive 
street, or who haunts the theatre where the 
minstrels are appearing, in order to hear those 
midday concerts which are attended with the 
pomp and circumstance of uniforms and drum 
major and a final whisking from the scene of 
the musicians. 

The reason is that musicians must grow 
old sooner or later, and that they like to 
look a Kittle ahead, like other sensible folk, 
and insure some slight measure of comfort for 
their declining years. 

It ig a benefit concert that is to be given 
Wednesday evening. The proceeds are to be 
applied to a fund for the pensioning of the 
old musicians who no longer can draw a bow 
rapidly enough for the young leaders who are 
forever springing up, and who insist upon a 
somewhat more difficult tempo every year, or 
who no longer can make the horns carry like 
thunder to the edges of the park, or who no 
longer can read the notes on the page before 
them, because they have become short-sighted. 

It would be quite impossible to figure out 
how much the community—every community 
—is indebted to its musicians of the rank and 
file. They are almost indispensable for all 
manner of entertainments. 

The theatres that have “cut out” musical 
entertainment between acts and before the 
lifting of the first curtain, are wondering why 
it is that the burlesque houses and the picture 
shows seem to be getting most of the crowds. 

The little dimmer dances which depend upon 
even the most alluring “records” as held by 
the spinning discs, are somehow a mere imita- 
tion of those functions at which a group of 








musicians sit away beyond the palms and play 
indefatigably through an endless program. 

The politician who does not hire a band is 
nearly also an “alsoran.” And if the churches 
dispense with music, they might almost as 
well discharge their sextons (or whoever it 
is that turns on the heat, or doesn’t turn it 
on), while if music were left out of the pub- 
lic schools, the truant officers never would be 
able to go to bed. 

Truly, the musician has come to be one of 
the most important members of the commun- 
ity—and it may fairly be said to his credit 
that he has attended to the matter of organ- 
ization and the systematization of his work 
until he fits easily into the most stressful and 
exacting functions of our private or public 
lives. 

And through all these activities he remains 
a marked man, in a fashion. Did you ever 
make a careful study of the men on the stage 
at a symphony concert, or “down in front” 
in a theatre? 

Did you ever see one of them who tried to 
attract attention to himself, as singers (even 
singers in a chorus) are prone to do? Did 
you ever see one who fell asleep at the switch? 

Are they not, almost without exception, the 
most methodical, modest chaps you ever ob- 
served in a public place? Their bearing is, 
in truth, a strong testimony to the theory 
which holds that music is a sort of higher 
mathematics, and that the study of music is 
a highly educational force. 

The 300 St. Louis bandmen will be led by 
Arthur Pryor, a Missouri musician, who has 
given the State much reason to be proud of 
him. And the picture of this leader directing 
his army of men will be, according to promise, 
a sight worth going many miles to see. 

The 300 men will be divided into groups, 
and there will be subleaders for the groups, 
while Mr. Pryor will occupy the position of a 
general, commanding various companies. 

The work of the vocalists to be introduced 
ought to be highly interesting. Mrs. Hartley 
is among the recent acquisitions to the musical 
circles of the city and she is said to have 
distinguished herself on the concert stage in 
critical centers. She will make her first St. 
Louis appearance on this occasion. 

Homer Moore is a forthstanding musician 
who ought to be known to all concert-goers 
hereabouts—and would be but for the fact 
that local musicians have too little opportun- 
ity to appear in their own home town. He 
is directing the Chaminade Club of Webster 
Groves.

Every newspaper in St. Louis made 
some criticism or comment on this 
concert. A few of the more elab- 
orate are appended for the informa- 
tion of our readers, and also to stim- 
ulate our membérship throughout the 
jurisdiction of the A. F. of M., where- 
ever possible, to make similar efforts 
for such a laudable cause. 


From the Post-Dispatch: 


The second annual band concert given by 
the Musicians’ Mutual Benefit Association for 
the benefit of the Old Age Pension Fund for 
musicians at the Coliseum last night fulfilled 
the hope expressed from the platform by 
Owen Miller, chairman of the Pension Board, 
that these concerts will establish themselves 
as events of moment in the musical life of 
the city. 

To begin with, there was a band of about 
150 St. Louis musicians, providng the material 
from which a notable musical body could be 
organized. It was more an orchestral than a 
military band, for, with the exception of vio- 
lins and violas, virtually every instrument of 
a symphony orchestra was represented, in- 
cluding half a dozen double basses, a file of 
violoncellos, a harp, and a quartet of kettie 
drums. In place of first violins, there was 
rank after rank of clarinets, and in the stead

of second fiddles was an array of cornets and 
trumpets. At the back was an imposing mus- 
ter of heavy military brass—tubas and fantas- 
tic bombardons and euphoniums. 

Then there was an audience which, in size 
and enthusiasm, proved that the pension fund 
concerts, although only two have been given, 
have already won a loyal following. The 
chairs on the floor of the big arena were 
nearly all occupied; in the second balcony 
both sides of the spacious ellipse were well 
filled, and most of the seats in the second 
balcony were taken. 


The hero of the evening was Arthur Pryor, 
who donated his services as leader of the 
band, and who was warmly welcomed, not 
only as a famous bandmaster and trombone 
virtuoso, but as a native Missourian. <A 
medal commemorating the occasion was pre- 
sented to him by Frank Gecks, president of 
the Benefit Association, who aroused hearty 
applause by recalling that many years ago, 
when Pryor’s band used to come up to St. 
Louis from St. Joseph to give concerts, the 
city was amazed by the trombone playing of 
Arthur Pryor, then a youth, 

The leader presented an ideal figure of a 
yandmaster, stalwart and military. His ges- 
tures in conducting had an easy, dancing 
swing, but his baton governed the big band 
with complete authority. The musicians them- 
selves seemed to find as much relish his 
conducting as did the audience. 

In the first two numbers, the “Coronation 
March,” from Meyerbeer’s “The Prophets,” 
and Wagner’s “Tannhauser” overture, the 
leader was engaged in solving the formidable 
problem of the Coliseum’s acoustics, which 
have been the despair of many an artist. At 
the beginning, especially in forte passages, 
the music, at times, fell into a welter of con- 
fused sound, with this group and that of the 
instruments emerging for a moment, but with 
little cohesion among the different choirs. In 
the Wagner overture the difficulties were over- 
come, and the band swept into a smooth and 
fluent performan in which all the instru- 
ments were skilfully blended, and in which an 
organ-like richness of sonority became a de- 
light to the ear. 

Although having at his command an enor- 
mous battery of sound which could have made 
the Coliseum tremble, Pryor for the most 
part refrained from turning on the full power 
of his musical dynamo. With fine artistic 
taste, he held the instruments in leash, and 
for many won his best success in lyric pieces 
like Schumann’s “Traumerei,” in which the 
4reat brasses were made to sing in a sott 
and murmurous voice; in a delightful inter- 
mezzo, “After Sunset,” of his own composi- 
tion, and in Lampe’s setting of Dvorak’s 
“Humoreske,” 

The soloists were St. Louisans, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Harvey Hartley, soprano, a new comer 
in the city, and Homer. Moore, whom one 
was puzzled, such was his unusual range, to 
classify as a tenor, baritone or basso. The 
acoustics of the hall presented little difficulty 
to his sonorous and far-carrying voice, which,

though powerful enough to be heard to the 
farthest corner, was also melodious and mu- 
sical in quality, being notably sweet in the 
higher register. It seemed to matter little to 
him that his first number, the Love Song 
from “Die Walkuere,” was for a tenor, and 
his second, the King’s Prayer, from ‘“‘Lohen- 
grin,” was for bass, for he samg both excel- 
lently. 

Unfortunately, Mrs. Hartley’s lyric soprano 
was almost swallowed up in the great space 
of the Coliseum, so that even those compara 
tively near had difficulty in catching her tones.

Every St. Louis musician who could pos- 
sibly be spared from his regular engagement 
was on the platform of the Coliseum last night 
when Conductor Arthur Pryor of Pryor’s 
Band began the second mammoth band con- 
cert for the benefit of the Musicians’ Old Age 
Pension Fund. Hundreds of the leading ar- 
tists of the city volunteered their co-operation 
in this affair of benevolence. At least 5000 
music lovers of St. Louis and vicinity made 
up the crowd of listeners. The attendance 
was larger than that of last year, when what 
is henceforth to be an annual event was in- 
augurated, showing among other things, that 
an undertaking worthily begun by John Philip 
Sousa, has been ably furthered by that music 
master’s aptest pupil, the young Missourian, 
Arthur Pryor, erstwhile Sousa’s trom- 
bone.

All the participants in the concert, conduct- 
or, players, soloists and accompanists, ren- 
dered their service gratis. The Musicians’ 
Mutual Benefit Association received other 
contributions, from printers, florists and mn- 
sic publishers, which reduced the expenses to 
a minimum. 

Owen Miller, chairman of the M. M. B. 
Old Age Pension Board, dwelt upon this 
gratifying state of things in a short address 
which he made during the intermission. Frank 
Gecks, president of Local No. 2, elaborated 
the statement and also bestowed on Arthur 
Pryor a handsome gold medal in appreciation 
of the conductor’s co-operation As- 
sociation’s laudable enterprise. 

Considering that, in the nature of things, 
no massed rehearsals of the monster band 
could be held, the men played together hand- 
somely. True, all the instrumentalists were 
familiar with the program numbers, but it is 
quite a task for musicians to adjust them- 
selves quickly to an unfamiliar style of di- 
rection as well as for a conductor to readily 
ascertain what the men under his baton can 
really do in an emergency.

Co., 
608 Main street, Dallas, Texas, calling himself J. C. Baro- 
let, is advertising in the “Texas Musician and Showman” 
for musicians to come to Dallas. Inquiries made through 
Local No. 147, of Dallas, Texas, develop that this party 





is decidedly unfair, and is endeavoring to colonize mu- 
sicians in Dallas in opposition to the A. F. of M. Mem- 
bers of the A. F. of M. are cautioned not to allow this 
speculative spider to inveigle them into his well woven 
web. 
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The San Francisco convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor was most liberal and fair in considering 
the five resolutions introduced by the delegates of the 
A. F. of M. All were reported favorably, and the reports 
adopted by the convention. All were important, but two 
of them might be classed as particularly so, namely the 
resolution on the attitude of the A. F. of M. in the “music 
machine” and the San Diego Exposition. All these reso- 
lutions, including the two mentioned, are published in 
full in the editorial commenting on the corivention. 
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Member J. D. Hynes, of Local No. 6, of San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., was elected a member of the Board of Super- 
visors of that city. Brother Hynes had no political back- 
ing whatever. His only backing was Local No. 6, A. 
F. of M. Every member of the Local hustled, and the 
Local as an organization, did some great stunts in the 
way of advertising, through printers’ ink, decorated ban- 
ners and bands. The office is a most important one. Its 
term is for four years. The A. F. of M. also landed one 
in Columbus, Ohio. Brother Fred P. Zimpfer, a mem- 
ber of Local No. 103, A. F. of M., of Columbus, Ohio, 
was elected as an independent candidate for the City 
Council. Also, like Brother Hynes, for a term of four 
years. 
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FROM ONE WHO KNOWS. 





Vallejo, Cal., Oct. 23, 1915. 

You speak about the photo-player making it bad for 
musicians, so let me give you an argument which will 
make any of these managers take a back seat. 

In the first place, the photo-player has had its day on 
the Pacific Coast, and I know it will go the same route 
back East. 

Perhaps you don’t know this, but the photo-player 
was first invented by the people I worked for, namely, 
the American Photo-Player Co., and they naturally sold 
their first machines out here. The Wurlitzer Co. makes 
a photo-player, too, but it is not half as good as the ma- 
chines made out here on theCoast. I am in a position to 
know what I am talking about, as I am thoroughly fa- 
miliar with all the machines they make. The company 
out here make machines which they sell as follows: 
Style No. 27, $3,500; No. 30, $4,000; No. 35, $4,500; No. 
40, $5,000; No. 45, $7,500; No. 50, $10,000. 

Style No. 27 is a rebuilt affair which is made up of 
the old Style No. 3, which are turned in on new ones. 
Now, here is a big bug to put in anybody’s ear that is 
contemplating buying one. The machines are made at a 
cost which allows the retailer to make absolutely 100 per 
cent profit. I am positive about this. Then the factory 
makes 50 per cent on the retailer, so you can see what 
the man who buys a machine is falling for. In other 
words, the machine that he pays $5,000 for costs exactly 
$1,875 to manufacture; so there you are. 

The upkeep on them is a fright. Of course, the re- 
tailer will agree to keep the machine in repair for a year, 
but one year is the limit. The manufacturer knows that 
the machine will last that long; then after it has been 
used one year the man who sold it is out of all respon- 
sibility, and right here is where the owner is face to face 
with his troubles. In the year to come he will pay at 
least $200 for repairs, and in no case has any machine 
been known to stand up for more than a year without 
going to the bad to such an extent that the repair bills 
scare a man into trading it in on a new one. Now, that 
is what the manufacturer wants—to sting him again. 

But here is what I want to get at. First I take the 
machine made by the American Photo-Player Co. as an 
example because it makes my argument solid for the 
reason that there is no machine of the photo-player type 
that can possibly come up to it, either in quality or ser- 
vice (as long as it lasts), and it will outwear any ma- 
chine on the market today—but two years is its limit. 

At the end of two years it is not worth over 5 per 
cent of its original price. I state this 5 per cent because 
that is what the company allows a man in on a new 
machine. The wearing parts are not even metal, and in 
nearly every case you will find that the wearing parts 
are only maple (hard wood) with a felt bushing to take 
up the lost motion. These facts are undeniable. 

Now, the cost of installing a machine is only a be- 
ginning, as a man will immediately find out that instead 
of being able to get by with a fifteen-year-old boy to 
operate the macltine (for this is the strong selling point), 
he will be compelled to pay at least $18 or $20 for an 
operator who is experienced. (Six months playing will 
just about get an experienced person in shape to play the 
machine to get any results at all). 

Now, his trouble will not stop there, for the pipe 
tones positively will not stay in tune over two months 
at a time, and when they are not in perfect tune—“‘ouch” 
—it’s terrible. I think the average upkeep (repairs, elec- 
tricity, music rolls, etc.) will amount to about $1.50 per 
day for the first year. From then on the expenses will 
be much more, for the second year is fatal to any photo- 





player. No theatrical man will ever claim that he can 
do as much business with a photo-player as he can with 
a good orchestra, so here are some figures that will speak 
for themselves. 


I will first take the price of an average photo-player, 
which we will say costs $5,000. Now an orchestra of 
three pieces will cost per week, playing matinees and 
nights a full week, about $65. Allowing the orchestra 
will draw in an additional $10 in patronage, we will de- 
duct same from orchestra cost, which will leave an ac- 
tual cost of $55. Then deduct the operating cost of a 
photo-player, which is at the very least $25 per week, 
which leaves the actual cost of an orchestra per week of 
$30. Now, take the cost of the photo-player, which is 
$5,000 and divide it by $30, and see the answer, which 
gives you the exact length of time it takes a man to 
break even—166 2-3 weeks or 41 1-2 months. 

Now, if the cost of operating a photo-player is equal 
to the cost of maintaining an orchestra (three pieces) for 
three years and five and one-half months, where does 
the theatre owner get off when he has the fact that no 
machine on the market today will last more than two 
years, staring him in the face. The answer is obvious. 

The photo-player costs exactly 75 per cent more than 
an orchestra of three pieces, for any length of time. You 
may figure the two propositions and compare them. 

In other words, a photo-player costs the same money 
to maintain year in and year out that a five-piece or- 
chestra will. The scale is sliding and can be figured out 
nearly as follows: Style 30, at $4,000, is equal in cost to 
a three or four-piece orchestra; Style No. 35, at $4,500, 
is equal in cost to a four or five-piece orchestra; Style 
No. 40, at $5,000, is equal in cost to a five-piece orchestra ; 
Style No. 45, at $7,500, is equal in cost to a seven-piece 
orchestra; style No. 50, at $10,000, is equal in cost to an 
eight or nine-piece orchestra. 

Now, as to the conditions out here, I will say that in 
the past three years nearly every theatre in the larger 
towns have given the photo-player a chance, and today 
you will find that only a small per cent of the theatres 
that did try them are using the photo-player. 

As an example, the Turner & Daynken circuit of 
moving picture houses have had them in every one of 
their houses, but now you will not find one remaining in 
any of their ten theatres. The other nine have from five 
to nine-piece orchestras, and the T. & D. Circuit is some 
criterion, as they have some of the finest houses on the 
Coast. They have all learned their lessons. 

If you know of any one who is looking for a photo- 
player, tell them to write some owner on the Pacific 
Coast and they will sell them one out of their theatres 
at a price that will prove that they, the owners, are not 
at all satisfied with the photo-players. 

I personally know of a manager in Sacramento that 
bought a photo-player and paid cash for it and after 
using it about thirty days, offered it for $500 cash. He 
was willing to lose the difference because he was so 
utterly disgusted with it, and it was a brand new one 
when he installed it. If a man will only look at these 
facts and use his brains a few minutes he can see where 
there is nothing to gain by buying one of these ma- 
chines, but all to lose. 

Another case which proves my statement to be true, 
is this: Mr. Langley, the man for whom we are work- 
ing, was talking to us the other night about a new theatre 
that is opening up this month, and we spoke of the pos- 
sibility of them putting in a photo-player, and he said, “I 
hear that the Strand is going to use a photo-player,” 
and I said, “Yes, that is what I heard,” and he said, “Gee, 
that is too good to be true.” 

Now, Mr. Langley was with Turner & Daynken Co., 
and is considered to be one of the best moving picture 
men on the Coast, and you can see by the above state- 
ment he made to me just what he thinks of the photo- 
player. Now, if Mr. Langley was so tickled to hear that 
his opposition is going to use a photo-player, what is 
the answer? Simply this: He knows that his three- 
piece orchestra will make a drawing card that no canned 
music can touch. 
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ARRIVAL OF THE MAYFLOWER. 





A town called Tower Hill, Ill., has just found out that 
the Mayflower with its Puritan Pilgrims has just arrived. 
These English Puritans left England in 1620 to find a 
land where they would be left free to worship God and 
conform to their religious views according to their con- 
science. 

The first thing they did after landing at Plymouth 
Rock, Mass., was to meet in solemn council and adopt 
rules and regulations enforcing upon everybody within 
their scope the observance of their views of religion. 

The laws adopted at that time were known as “Blue 
Laws.” For a long time they were prevalent in New 
England, and their influence extended over a consider- 
able portion of what was then known as the Thirteen 
Colonies. 

When the Thirteen Colonies secured independence 
from the mother country, a constitutional convention 
was formed of delegates representing these thirteen col- 
onies. They drafted a constitution that has since earned 
the admiration of thoughtful men and women of the 
world. The remarkable fact in connection with this im- 
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mortal instrument was the entire abolishment of all 
“Blue Laws” and restrictions of the liberty of the indi- 
vidual on religious questions. Any mention of God, Sun- 
day or religion was determinedly avoided. The only 
mention of religion was to guarantee absolute and un- 
qualified freedom on that question to every human being 
sheltered under the folds of the Star Spangled Banner. 

But here comes a little bailiwick in Illinois, that no- 
body ever heard of and 295 years after the landing of the 
Puritans, and attempts to revive the “Blue Laws” of 
those days. 

Just read this and see if you don’t feel like rubbing 
your eyes to realize that you are living in the year of 
our Lord nineteen hundred and fifteen: 


Pana, I1l., December 4.—A drastic “blue” law ordinance was 
passed by the council of Tower Hill, seven miles east of Pana, 
last night. The ordinance prohibits the sale on Sunday of news- 
papers, tobacco, confections and ice cream and every article of 
merchandise with the exception of “bread, milk, fresh meats, 
necessary automobiie supplies, medicines, drugs and _ burial 
goods.” The same ordinance provides that all persons, except 
garage men, liverymen and undertakers, must refrain from man- 
ual labor in Tower Hill on the Sabbath day. A license fee is 
required of $10 a day for all platform dances in a hall or else- 
where in the town limits. 
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WELL SETTLED. 


During the past year a most annoying situation arose 
in Omaha, Neb., relative to the employment of bands for 
the city parks. This involved Local No. 70, A. F. of M., 
of Omaha, and all the unfair aggregations of so-called 
bands in the city, including the Post Office Band. This 
finally resulted in Local No. 70 refusing to furnish any 
bands for these parks, if the city authorities employed 
any of these pretended, make-believe bands. The city 
authorities persisted in employing the unfair outfit, and 
for the first time in the history of the A. F. of M., a great 
incorporated city was officially placed on the unfair list 
of the organization. 

The Local put up a gallant fight, ably assisted by the 
Central Labor Union, and finally won. 

We append a resolution passed by the City Council 
of Omaha, which speaks for itself. 

Well done, Local No. 70. Congratulations are in 
order, especially due to your fighting Secretary, John M. 
Finn: 

City of Omaha, Council Chamber 
Omaha, Neb., November 16, 1915. 

Whereas, Communication from the Omaha Central Labor 
Union, signed by J. M. Finn, Recording Secretary, was discussed 
in the Committee of the Whole on November 15, 1915; and, 

Whereas, Said communication referred to grievance that the 
Musicians’ Union had with the City of Omaha, relative to the 
employment of other than Union Musicians for municipal con- 
certs; and, 

Whereas, After said communication had been thoroughly 
discussed, and by a majority vote, said Commission agreed to 
emp‘oy only Union Musicians for future concerts, given by the 
City of Omaha; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That hereafter employment be given only to 
Union Musicians for all municipal concerts, and that the City 
Clerk be directed to send a copy of this resolution together with 
a copy of the Committee Report of this date, attached to the 
communication from the Omaha Central Labor Union to said 
body, also a copy of said resoluion to the Musicians’ Union of 
the City of Omaha.

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A. F. OF L. CONVENTION. 


The thirty-fifth annual convention of the A. F. of L. 
was held in San Francisco, Cal., commencing November 
8th and adjourning November 22d, 1915. 

The report of Secretary Morrison shows a falling off 
in membership of 74,324, thus dropping below the 2,000,- 
000 mark. This can be attributed to a heavy loss of 
membership in Canada, where thousands of trades 
unionists, members of internationals affiliated with the 
A. F. of L., have enlisted in the Canadian colonial army 
for the European war. 

The income for the year was $271,625.53, making, with 
a balance on hand of $100,492.81, Sept. 30, 1914, a total 
of $372,118.34. The expenses for the year ending Sept. 
30, 1915, were $303,985.95, leaving a balance on hand 
Sept. 30, 1915, of $70,132.39, showing an actual deficit for 
the year of $32,360.42. 

The time of the convention was largely taken up with 
jurisdiction fights. Decisions are made, but no attempt 
is made to enforce them. The idea seems to prevail that 
being a voluntary organization, the organization against 
whom the decisions are rendered can voluntarily abide 
by these decisions or not, as suits them best. Some few 
have the idea that although purely a voluntary body, 
affiliation with the body implies obedience to the will of 
the majority. 

The delegates representing the A. F. of M. introduced 
five resolutions, as follows: 


Resolution No. 1—By. Delegates Owen Miller, E. H. Slissman 
and D. A. Carey, of the American Federation of Musicians: 

Whereas, By an act of Congress approved May 11, 1908, en- 
listed musicians in the army and navy of the Unied States of 
America are prohibited from entering into competition with 
civilian musicians; and, 


Whereas, The then Attorney-General, Charles Bonaparte, de- 
cided that this act of Congress did not apply to the Marine 
Band of Washingon, D. C., because the Marine Corps, so he 
alleged, was not a part of the navy; and, 

Whereas, Since this decision the Marine Band of Washing- 
ton, D. C., the best-paid and provided-for enlisted band in the 
world, has continued to practically monopolize the music busi- 
ness of the civilian musicians of the District, and is continually, 
interfering in the District of Columbia, to the detriment of the 
musicians of the whole country, by offering its services for ex- 
positions, state fairs, and other prominent functions, with a 
view of excluding the civilian musicians of the various States 
from such employment; and, 

Whereas, Owing to the fact that the Marine Band, or sec- 
tions thereof, is frequently furnished free for social functions 
given by men prominent in the affairs of the nation, high po- 
litical and social influence is always brought to bear to defeat 
any effort to confine this band to its legitimate duties as every 
other enlisted band is; and, 

Whereas, It is within the prerogatives of the President of the 
United States, as commander-in-chief of the army and navy, to 
issue an order restraining the Marnie Band from entering the 
competitive field against civilian musicians in or out of the 
District of Columbia; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the American Federation of Labor, in con- 
vention assembled, respectfully requests His Excellency, Wood- 
row Wilson, President of the United States of America, as 
commander-in-chief of the army and navy, to issue the neces- 
sary order prohibiting the Marine Band, of Washington, D. C., 
from interfering with the professional engagements of the civil- 
ian musicians, either in or out of the District of Columbia, as 
intended by the law approved May 11, 1908, which was arbi- 
trarily set aside by a decision of the then Attorney-General of 
the United States; and, be it further 

Resolved, That the Executive Council of the Federation, in 
conjunction with an official of the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians, endeavor to secure a personal interview with the Presi- 
dent to lay the matter before him. 


Resolution No. 2—By Delegates Owen Miller, E. H. Sliss- 
man and D. A. Carey, of the American Federation of Musicians: 

Whereas, The civilian musicians of the United States of 
America have the past 25 years made every possible effort to 
secure legis!ation which would prohibit the enlisted musicians 
of the army and navy of the United States from entering into 
the competitive field, and more particularly the Marine Band 
of Washington, D. C.; and, 

Whereas, In this effort the civilians were supported by the 
National League of Musicians, which has. since developed into 
the American Federation of Musicians, affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, and after 25 years of agitation 
a bill approved May 11, 1908, was passed by Congress pro- 
hibiting enlisted musicians in either the army or navy from com- 
peting with civilian musicians; and, 

Whereas, When this bill was approved and about to be en- 
forced the commander of the Marine Corps did not apply it 
to the Marine Band of Washington, D. C.; and, 

Whereas, This being a question of law, was referred to the 
then Attorney-General of the United States, Charles Bonaparte, 
who in June, 1908, took the matter under advisement and did 
not come to a decision until the day after the general election, 
November of that year, and then he made the astounding de- 
cision that the Marine Band of Washington, D. C., was not a 
part of the naval service of the United Sates, which decision 
resulted in this band, which was really the objective point to 
be reached by the law, in being allowed to continue in the com- 
petition with the civilian musicians of the country; and, 

Whereas, Recognizing the absurdity of such a decision, the 
American Federation of Musicians, through its proper officers, 
made an appeal to the President of the United States to have 
the matter again referred to the Law Department of the United 
States, with a view of exact!y defining the relationship of the 
Marine Band of Washington, D. C., to the United States Gov- 
ernment, which decision was by the President referred to the 
Attorney-General, and to which no answer has to this day been 
received; and, 

Whereas, To forever settle this question, a joint bill was 
introduced in the House and Senate which, if passed, will for- 
ever end the competition of enlisted musicians in the United 
States service in any capacity with civilians, to engage in any 
pursuit, business or performance in civil life for emolument, 
hire or otherwise, when the same shall interfere with the cus- 
tomary employment of local civilians in their respective arts, 
trades or professions; and therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this Thirty-fifth Annual Convention of the 
American Federation of Labor hereby records and declares itself 
in favor of said bill, as appended to this resolution, prohibiting 
the said enlisted musicians from competing with civilians for 
civil employment and instructs its Legislative Committee to do 
everything in its legitimate power to have the said proposed 
‘egislation enacted. 


JOINT RESOLUTION. 


In Reference to the Employment of Enlisted Men in Compe- 
tition with Local Civilians. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
hereafter no enlisted man in the service of the United States 
army, navy and marine corps respectively, whether a non-com- 
missioned officer, musician, or private, shall be detailed, ordered 
or permitted to leave his post to engage in any pursuit, busi- 
ness, or performance in civil life, for emolument, hire, or other- 
wise, when the same shall interfere with the customary employ- 
ment and regular engagement of local civilians in their respect- 
ive arts, trades or professions. 


Resolution No. 3—By Delegates Owen Miller, E. H. Sliss- 
man and D. A. Carey, of the American Federation of Musicians: 

Whereas, The machine has finally invaded the field of music, 
and today there are concerns manufacturing machines that are 
disp‘acing musicians all over the United States and Canada. 
In many instances such machines have displaced orchestras of 
as high as fifty musicians, and the American Federation of 
Musicians has determined to do as the printers did with the 
Mergenthaler machine when it was introduced, namely, to claim 
the right to operate it; and, 

Whereas, The American Federation of Musicians has abso- 
lutely no more objection to the music machine than the printers 
had to the Mergenhaler, and have decided that wherever these 
machines are placed that they shall be operated by members of 
the A. F. of M.; and, 

Whereas, These machines are being placed, more generally 
in picture and vaudeville houses. In many places the regulation 
in picture houses is but one musician; from that on up, accord- 





ing to the size of the building, seating capacity and price of ad- 
mission; and, 

Resolved, by the American Federation of Labor, That all 
organizations affiliated with the American Federation of Labor 
extend every possible assistance to the American Federation of 
Musicians in enforcig their demands on the employers of music 
where machines are placed. 


Resolution No. 73—By Delegates Owen Miler, E. H. Sliss- 
man and D. A. Carey, of the American Federation of Musicians: 
Whereas, One of the serious problems facing the American 
Federation of Musicians is the formation of non-union bands 
and orchestras by fraternal organizations, covering such bands 
and orchestras with the cognomen of the order and assisting 
such in competition with the American Federation of Musicians; 
also the formation of juvenile bands and orchestras ostensibly 
for educational purposes, but in nearly all instances eventually 
used for speculative purposes in competition with legitimate 
musicians. 

Whereas, There is scarcely an institution’ in the country 
maintained for the purpose of caring for and educating boys, 
but what has its band, nearly always used in competition with 
adult musicians. 

Whereas, The American Federation of Musicians has not 
the slightest objection to the formation of bands and orches- 
tras for educational purposes, as the organization recognizes 
that a knowledge of music tends to higher culture, but it de- 
cidedly objects to the use of such musical aggregations for 
speculative purposes to the injury of the membership of the 
American Federation of Musicians; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this Thirty-fifth Annual Convention of the 
American Federation of Labor request all affiliated bodies to 
support the American Federation of Musicians in opposing the 
use of such bands and orchestras in unfair competition with the 
American Federation of Musicians. 


Resolution No. 74—By Delegates Owen Miller, E. H. Sliss- 
man and D. A. Carey, of the American Federation of Musicians: 
Whereas, The San Diego, California, Panama Exposition has 
announced that this enterprise is to be continued for another 
year; and, 

Whereas, This Exposition has been declared unfair by the 
American Federation of Musicians on account of its unfriendly 
attitude in persistently using non-union civilian musicians and 
securing the services of bands of enlisted musicians of the 
United States army and navy; therefore, be it 

Resolved, by this Thirty-fifth Annual Convention of the 
American Federation of Labor that a protest be filed with the 
War and Navy Departments against permitting enlisted bands 
to be used by this Exposition detrimental to the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians; and be it further 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the American Federation of 
Labor be instructed to send a copy of this resolution to the 
Secretaries of War and Navy as the sense of this convention. 


Every one of these resolutions was adopted by an 
unanimous vote. 

All the old officers from Samuel Gompers down were 
re-elected without opposition. 

Baltimore was chosen as the next meeting place. 
The last important question brought up and settled 
was the declaration of the policy of the A. F. of L. against 
regulating the eight-hour work-day, except on public 
work, by legislative action. 
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THE KRUPPS AID WIDOWS AND ORPHANS. 





The Krupps have given five million dollars for the re- 
lief of the families of dead German soldiers. No doubt 
this puts their minds at ease. They have helped their 
country, they have declared a 12 per cent dividend, they 
have given a dole to the widowed and the fatherless, and 
business is still good. A comfortable world, indeed, in 
which there is profit even in the buying and selling of 
wounds and death. 

But it is lucky for the Krupps that they are cold- 
blooded men of science, and do not believe in ghosts and 
signs and apparitions. For then they might try to wash 
their hands some evening, and they might, like Lady 
Macbeth, imagine that they saw blood upon them. Or 
their straining, startied eyes might behold the ghastly 
dead battalions of their countrymen which their creed, 
their policies and their business methods have helped to 
bring down into the dust. 

Of course, the Krupps were not the makers of this 
war. All they did, in common with other armament 
makers in other countries, was to put the bellows to a 
smouldering hell-fire, so that nations might never come 
to trust each other, and the demand for guns might never 
fall off. 
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A party by the name of Kenneth C. Crain has written 
an article for the “Moving Picture World.” 


“UNREASONABLE MUSICIANS.” 


The article is appended for the information of mem- 
bers. Wouldn’t it be a fine thing for the employer of mu- 
sicians if he could dispense with their services through 
the machine and then pocket all the receipts? 


The latest demand which has been made on the long-suffer- 
ing exhibitor by the unions, or, more accurately, by a union, is 
perhaps one of the most illuminative which has yet been heard 
of yet, on account of its utter unreasonableness. 

Cincinnati exhibitors were informed by the Musicians’ Union 
that the Union feels that moving picture theatres shou!d afford 
work for more men, and therefore demands that not less than 
three men be employed in the larger houses—preferably, of 
course, a larger number. The suggestion accompanying the de 
mand was that the large organ-orchestras now very generally 
used be rep!aced by orchestras consisting of several men, solely 
for the purpose of giving additional men employment. The 
point made was that the use of these so-called “one-man or- 
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stras” has deprived many musicians of work—although, of 
ey are used in most cases in theatres where orchestras 
never were and never would have been employed—and that, 
therefore, the exhibitors should remedy this theoretical wrong, 
add heavi:y to their expenses, and junk their investment in or- 
gans, ranging in cost from $16,000 to $20,000, by putting in or- 
chestras. 

Much disturbed by this demand, the Motion Picture Exhib- 
itors’ League held a special meeting to consider the matter, and 
to ascertain the opinion of its members on the subject. The 
various objections to meeting the demand were pointed out, 
chief among them being the very pertinent one that an orches- 
tra of several men could not possibly follow a picture with ap- 
propriate music, as a single man in controi of a mechanical or 
chestrion can do. The item of expense was, of course, also con- 
sidered, and the League decided, virtually without dissent, that 
the demands of the union could not possibly be met. 

It is understood that several musicians emp‘oyed by moving 
picture houses have stopped work in consequence, but there has 
been no trouble so far. The exhibitors are a unit in their de- 
termination to resist the unreasonable demands of the union, 
one of which, it is claimed, is that in small houses where an 
automatic piano is used a member of the union should be em- 
ployed, if on'y to watch the piano do the work!

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LOOK OUT FOR THE DARKEY IN THE WOOD- 
PILE. 


Admitting that certain forms of preparedness are good 
for any nation, we don’t admit that the National Security 
League is on the right track. It talks in the superlative. 
It even exaggerates. It sounds like the press agent for 
a ship yard or an arms factory. 

We suggest that the Mayor’s committee of one hun- 
dred move slowly. We even go so far as to intimate it 
should watch its step, lest it find itself endorsing a party 
measure on the eve of election or lending aid to a move- 
ment that may need investigating before it gets too far. 
This thing of reversing the traditional policy of a success- 
ful government over night is a serious matter. The na- 
tion has gone forward to unheard of greatness as a peace- 
loving body of people. It has fought when called upon, 
but not otherwise. Now we are asked to put a chip on 
our shoulder and go forth like a bounding braggart. 

Who is doing the asking? We suspect large interests 
that want to build ships and uniforms and arms and the 
like. We are told that we are in peril. We hear this 
from the lips of an inventor whose family name is known 
the world over in connection with a gun! We hear that 
we are about to be invaded. By whom? What country 
worthy the name will have either the men or the money 
or the heart to invade anything after the present war is 
over? Not one, while any of the army or ships now 
planned for our new defense will be in commission. 

And in these days of cables and wireless, what country 
could mobilize and get an army to our shores without the 
knowledge reaching us months before the fatal day? All 
of this invasion talk presupposes that we have no navy, 
and that, if we have one, it is worthless. We admit 
nothing of the sort. And while we are on the subject of 
invasion, let us present the concrete example of Germany 
and England. England without an army, has not yet al- 
lowed Germany, with both army and navy, to set a sol- 
dier on British soil—and the distance is a day’s ride! 

We must gravely suspect the sanity, the frankness or 
the disinterestedness of anybody who talks about an in- 
vasion of the United States in these times when the in- 
vaders are busy watching their own skins. 

Gunmakers and shipbuilders are the people really 
alarmed. When the big war is over they will need an 
outlet for their godless traffic. And there you are!—St. 
Louis Times. 
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A FEW FACTS. 


Forty-four American families have incomes as large 
as the total income of 400,000 workingmen. The Manly 
report of the United States Industrial Commission has 
emphasized the state of American “preparedness” as no 
other investigation has ever shown. Here are a few facts 
¢leaned from the report: 

In the homes of 37 per cent of American workingmen 
three or more persons sleep in a bedroom. 

Thirty-seven per cent of the wives of American work- 
ingmen are compelled to engage in work outside of their 
household duties to enable the family to live. 

Half of the wage-earners who are supporting families 
receive not more and many less than $10 a week. 

Twenty per cent of the school children of the work- 
ing class are underfed. 

Babies of working class mothers do not have half the 
chance of living as the babies of mothers whose economic 
condition enables them to provide properly for their care. 
The ratio of deaths is three to one. 

Who is it that is imperiling the family and “breaking 
up the home?”

WHERE ORGANIZATION IS NEEDED. 





The decision of the Federation of Labor to attempt 
to organize the migratory workers of the country marks 
the beginning of an enterprise through which much good 
may be accomplished. 

The term migratory worker includes a great variety 
of men ranging from tramps who work a little and wan- 
der much up to men who would be willing to work 








steadily in one place if they could find employment. They 
are outdoor workers who scatter throughout the country 
in the warmer seasons and crowd into the cities in the 
winter, where too many of them waste their money and 
finish their year as beggars and inmates of free lodging 
houses. Too often, also, they enlist with the professional 
strike-breaker, and their willingness to do this results in 
disorder and bloodshed. 

Such associations as they now have are likely to be 
of the worst sort. The I. W. W. is busy among them, 
and they are always to be found in the audiences of the 
street-corner agitator whose gospel is generally one of 
violence, class hatred and destruction. The American 
Federation will offer them better teaching, better leader- 
ship, and will bring them upward toward self-help and 
self-respect. The Federation will help them to fight their 
battles against tricky employment agents and will stand 
with them against brutal employers who herd them in 
insanitary camps, break contracts and otherwise mistreat 
them. 

The material with which the Federation will have to 
work may not be promising, but the organization of the 
longshoremen, who were once about the lowest and 
worst-treated class of workers in the country, indicates 
that this new project is far from hopeless. 
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MILITARY TRAINING FOR BOYS. 


The first cave man who went out with a wooden 
bludgeon to use it to get some one else to do his work for 
lim started the campaign for “preparedness,” but where 
is the “cave man” today? Babylon was at one time a 
mighty nation of the earth, by force she went out to con- 
quer unto conquering—But Babylon is no more, her ruins 
are the monuments of a sepultured nation. Rome over- 
ran the then known world by the might of her armies, but 
Rome lives only in the glories of her past history—her 
Pantheon is revered more than her conquering legions. 
The nations that have reached the zenith of their prowess 
by force of arms, by some mysterious power, have been 
reduced to ruins, and over the ashes of their dead past we 
are permitted to wander mindful of the disaster “pre- 
paredness” once wrought. 

Furope is suffering untold anguish today because they 
believed in “preparedness.” Their young men were taken 
from home to become prenared for war. They made big 
guns, ,apid-firing guns, shells of large calibre, and car- 
tridges of smaller size. What for. To tear the flesh, 
main end kill human beings. May the judgments of that 
mysterious power whose hand guides the destinies of 
the world interpose and wreck the ambitions of the am- 
bitious and dispel the hopes of the would-be conquering 
kings. 

But Europe is passing, says Dr. Bradt. Some of her 
nations may change their boundary lines and others pass 
into history. Can we not look with a prophetic eye, and 
announce that out of all this carnage and destruction will 
come a purged Europe; free from savage turmoil of het 
people and the insane jealousy of their kings; free from 
the glut of power and commercial supremacy; free from 
the destruction wrought by gun arid sword—the time 
when her nations shall learn war no more? “This is a 
consummation devoutly to be wished.” If that time should 
come, would it not be well for the United States, peace- 
able and peace loving as she is, to be able to teach how a 
new Europe can be reared out of the one that is passing, 
how the swords can be shaped into plowshares and the 
spears into pruning hooks; how the great munition fac- 
{ories can be made into clothing mills; and how all men 
can dwell together in unity? 

But if the United States should adopt a program of 
“preparedness” made at the behest of Morgans, the 
Rockefellers, and the Vanderbilts, who love profits more 
than humaneness, can we as a people set the example and 
teach peace that passeth all understanding as we could 
if we were not arming our own people for mortal combat? 

If we are to be the arbiters of old-world troubles; if 
we as a nation are to teach peace; if we are to be a 
Christian nation in fact as well as in name; why teach 
young men to be soldiers; why have a standing army; 
and why vie with other nations in the number of great 
battleships? 

This “preparedness” program seems so out of har- 
mony with the opportunity of presenting itself at this 
moment that it is hard to refrain from saying more and 
in stronger terms than has already been said, but if we are 
to live up to the ideals laid down and strewn along the 
path from Plymouth Rock to Fanuiel Hall, from Fanuiel 
Hall to Emancipation ; from Emancipation to The Hague, 
we must present in loving forcefulness the brotherhood of 
man and the Fatherhood of God.—Richmond, Ind., Labor 
Herald. 
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LODGE QUESTION IN SEATTLE. 





Determined to leave no stone unturned in their ef- 
forts to maintain wage standards and living conditions 
for the 90 per cent of Seattle’s musicians who are banded 
together for that purpose in a union, Seattle Musicians’ 
Association, No. 76, American Federation of Musicians, 
are about to take drastic action in self-protection against 





the unfair and unprofessional competition of certain non- 
union orchestras and musicians who are being employed 
at cheap wages by fraternal orders and lodges. Of the 
ten per cent non-union musicians in this city, practically 
all are being maintained in their unfair competition by 
lodges of which they are supposed to be members. 

The Executive Board of the Seattle Musicians’ Union, 
after many attempts to negotiate a fair understanding 
with them, recommended to the American Federation of 
Musicians that the fraternal order, Knights and Ladies 
of Security, the chapter in Seattle, be placed on the unfair 
list of the Federation and of organized labor in Seattle. 
The lodge had persisted in sheltering and employing, at 
cheap wages, a non-union musician by the name of U’Ren, 
giving as their reason for refusing to negotiate fair con- 
ditions with the 90 per cent organized musicians, that 
U’Ren was a member of the order and they could not, for 
fraternal reasons, insist that he play square with his fel- 
lows in the profession. The lodge has been giving its 
dances in the Moose hall, an order which is said to be 
composed largely of union men. 

Other lodges and fraternal societies sheltering non- 
union musicians, as reported at the Central Labor Coun- 
cil, are the A. O. U. W., which holds dances at the 
Knights of Pythias hall; the Yeomen, at the Moose hall; 
Daughters of Pocahontas, at the Swedish Club hall, and 
the Young Ladies Institute. Other lodges are showing a 
willingness to aid the musicians’ organization in uphold- 
ing the standards. 

A number of dancing clubs are also unfair to the mu- 
sicians. Ye Steppers’ Club gives dances in the Renton 
Hill Club House, which is owned or managed by a scab 
orchestra under the direction of a man named Leonard. 
The hall has been placed on the unfair list of the Central 
Labor Council. Leonard runs a bi-weekly dance in the 
unfair hall under the auspices of the Mystic Club. The 
two clubs and others find the isolated location of the hall 
and the conveniently lax morale of the management an 
advantage to the style of entertainment they seek. 

Other orchestras which are attempting to drag the 
musical profession in this city down to their own low 
standards are Gimmel’s, Carlin’s, Williams’, Fullerton’s, 
and Berliner’s. The latter is connected with the barber’s 
supply business, which is at present patronized largely by 
union barbers. 

“Outside of that,” as Joe Hofmann says every Wed- 
nesday night, “everything is all right” with the musi- 
cians. Witha splendid set of officers conducting its bus- 
ness affairs and with the membership showing a renewed 
interest in unionism, the Musicians’ Union of this city is 
one of the best Locals in the entire Federation —Seattle 
Union Record.

Has it ever occurred to you that 
music has a value over and above any 
pleasure you may get from listening 
to it?

So impressed was the superintend- 
ent, Dr. G. A. Blumer, by this unex- 
pected beneficent effect that he organ- 
ized an asy.um orchestra to give regu- 
lar concerts. 

Today music is a feature in the life 
of all well ordered asylums. It has 
been found that it not only makes 
the patients more tractable, but has a 
positive curative value in many cases. 

Some hospitals for the physically 
ill also use music for its therapeutic 
power. Its influence on physical dis- 
ease chiefly lies in the tonic value to 
the system through the pleasurable 
emotions it arouses. 

Pleasureable emotions, it cannot be 
too often or too strengly said stimu- 





late all the bodily processes. Their 
effects have been accurately observed 
and measured by scientific apparatus. 

There is an instrument called the 
sphymograph for measuring the pulse- 
rate. This instrument shows that 
pleasurable emotions accelerate the 
circulation. 

Another instrument, the pneumo- 
graph, has given’ incontrovertibie 
proof that pleasurable emotions cause 
deeper—hence healthier—breathing. 

A third, the dynanometer, ‘demon- 
strates that pleasurable emotions 
bring about an increase of muscular 
power. 

Scientific experiments have, like- 
wise, left no doubt that under the in- 
fluence 


of a pleasurable emotional 

state the digestion is greatly pro- 

moted. This, indeed, is a truth of 
every-day observation. 

When circulation, respiration, di- 

gestion and muscular power are 

stimulated, both bodily and mental 


health are improved. Other things 
being equal, the man whose brain is 
best nourished thinks most easily and 
effectively. 

Since, then, music has the power of 
arousing pleasurable emotions in a 
high degree, and through these emo- 
tions of affecting beneficialiy both 
body and mind, surely every one 
ought to avail himself of its develop- 
mental power. 

Music of some sort—piano, organ, 
vio‘in or phonograph—should be in 
every home, and use should be made 
of it daily.

chestra at the Majestic Theatre has 
been replaced by a non-union ladies’ 
orchestra. The men involved are 
seeking the protection of the union to 
which they are entitled. 

A meeting of the local Executive 
Board was held and the matter was 
officially laid before them. The Board 
will present it to the union and recom- 
mend that International President 
Joseph N. Weber be asked to come to 
Grand Rapids and try to adjust the 
difficulty. 

The musicians that were at the Ma- 
jestic resent the impiication made by 
one of the evening papers that they 
are not competent musicians. 

Trouble never comes singly. Nor 
does it come heralded in advance. 
That is what trades unionists are say- 
ing to themselves nowadays. The let- 
ting out of the orchestra at the Ma- 
jestic, coupled with the fact that a 
non-union orchestra takes their place, 
has caused a furore among union mu- 
sicians of the city. As a drawing 
card, perhaps, a ladies orchestra 
might be better, but that doesn’t make 
them better musicians. The former 
orchestra was given the idea that the 
music was a secondary consideration 
and must not detract from the pic- 
tures, which are supposed to be the 
paramount attraction at the Gardens. 
But the orchestra at present there is 
played up as a feature. The question 
is now asked, what about the pictures, 
are they a secondary consideration? 
If that is so and the ladies orchestra 
is the feature, why not have what is 
advertised. It is said that one of the 
members smokes pretty srong cigars 
and shaves pretty often for a lady. 
Why fake the public? 

The Executive Board of the Local 
has the matter under consideration 
now and the International Executive 
Board will be appealed to. If the case 
of the members involved is sustained 
by the Board, the trouble may extend 
to every city where the management 
of the Majestic Theatre has interests. 
The musicians may also ask the as- 
sistance of the Stage Hands, Opera- 
tors, and Bill Posters in this trouble. 

There has been formed a Central 
Council of trades employed in the 
theatrical industry and there will be 
a meeting of this council within a 
short time to take up this matter, as 
well as others that are confronting it. 





MARINE BAND MYTHOLOGY, 


Legend says the nucleus of this fa- 
mous band was formed by an act of 
piracy. The legend is that while a 
United States man-of-war was laying 
in some Italian port, a band of native 
musicians were employed for some 
social function given by the officers 
of the ship. Their work made such 
a good impression that without in- 
forming them or asking “by your 
leave,” in fact, against their protests, 
anchor was weighed and the ship put 
to sea, taking the band with them, 
and finally landed them in Washing- 
ton, D. C.

ternational complications. The facts 


‘are that a band was regularly enlisted 


in the service of the United States, 
by their own free will and the consent 
of the government of which they 
were citizens. 

The band recently finished its an- 
nual tour. The prospectus issued to 
the public is full of just such legends 
as the forcible abduction of the nu- 
cleus of the band. Here are some 
extracts from this fictional prospec- 
tus: 


“Band Rarely Heard Outside National 
Capitol. 

“Until the fall of 1911 it was only 
at intervals of from ten to twenty 
years that the band had been heard 
outside of Washington. But one hot 
summer afternoon, while Congress 
was in session, the band was giving 
one of its famous concerts at the east 
front of the Capitol. Among a group 
of Senators who had stopped as usual 
to listen to the music was the late 
Senator ‘Bob’ Taylor, of Tennessee. 
Turning to his Southern colleagues 
he said: ‘Boys, I want my people 
down in Tennessee to hear that band, 
and I know you would like to have 
your home folks hear them, too. Come 
and join me in a request to President 
Taft to give the band permission to 
go?’ The result was that permission 
was giadly given and the enthusiasm 
with which the band was received 
throughout ‘Dixie-Land’ has led to 
similar requests from senators and 
representatives for similar tours each 
year.” 


By Courtesy of the President. 


“President Wilson has taken the 
position that such tours, being made 
at a season of the year when the 
band’s absence from Washington will 
not interfere with any of its official 
duties, will afford much pleasure to 
those citizens who do not have the 
privilege of hearing their band in 
Washington; that the visits of the 
band not only tend to promote pa- 
triotic pride of our people, but the 
concerts are also of educational value. 
Therefore when requested by a large 
delegation of Western and Southern 
Senators to grant permission for the 
band to make a concert tour this fall, 
President Wilson and Secretary Dan- 
iels both gladly gave their consent.” 


This is pure fiction. No such inci- 
dent as described ever occurred. 

These tours are an annual affair, 
and have been going for many years. 
Tiese concert tours are purely specu- 
lative, not educational or sentimental, 
as so feelingly described in this pros- 
pectus. 

The tour is managed through an 
agency and the Government has no 
hand in it except to grant leave of 
absence. 

Previous to the advent of the A. 
F. of M., this band, on its tours, 
would, through their agents, book 
private engagements in competition 
with civilian musicians, much to the 
loss and injury of civilian musicians. 
This went on until 1910, when the A. 





partment to issue an order to the ef- 
fect that while on these annual concert 
tours the band must confine itself to 
that class of business and not inter- 
fere with private engagements. In 
spite of this order, the band was en- 
gaged for election night, November, 
1912, by the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
to play in the St. Louis Coliseum. The 
officers of the A. F. of M. entered 
vigorous protest and the band was 
called off. Why the Department per- 
mitted such a flagrant violation of its 
orders without courtmartialing the 
officers responsible for itis a mystery. 
Punishment for disobedience is al- 
ways prompt in either army or navy, 
let the offender be whom he may. 





THE LODGE BAND VS. ORGAN- 
IZED LABOR. 


It may well be asked, is there any 
legitimate reason for any fraternal or- 
ganization entering the field of hu- 
man endeavor for any other purpose 
than for which all of them were 
founded, namely, the uplift of human- 
ity in the application of its broadest 
sense of the Golden Rule, to do unto 
others as you would that others do 
unto you and to do right at all times 
in all places under all circumstances 
because it is right. To relieve those in 
distress, to take care of the sick, to 
decently bury the dead and provide 
for the dependents. It is for these 
noble purposes that the fraternal or- 
ganizations were formed. The found- 
ers never dreamed that any of them 
would enter the speculative field. You 
never hear of a lodge conducting a 
cigar factory, a shoe shop, a drug 
store, or entering any other field of in- 
dustrial endeavor, then why should an 
exception be made in the matter of 
music, considered in its competitive 
sense? The music actually needed to 
give the ceremonies the solemnity and 
dignity required within the lodge is 
necessary, therefore unobjectionable, 
and can never be construed as of a 
competitive nature. Sometimes the 
intention in forming a lodge band may 
be actuated by the purest and best of 
motives, but invariably the result is 
that the temptation to use the pres- 
tige of the order for speculative pur- 
poses will be taken advantage of by 
the brother promoters and the order 
brought into discredit. 

We have in the city of Omaha a 
lodge band known as the A. O. U. 
W. Band. The promoters of this 
band have, under the caption of the 
lodge title, put this band in the specu- 
lative field as a non-union organiza- 
tion, notwithstanding the fact that 
hundreds of trade unionists are in- 
cluded in the membership of the An- 
cient Order of United Workmen. 

Last Saturday evening this band, 
representing the Ancient Order of 
United Workmen, paraded the streets 
of Omaha making a public protest 
against the employment of union 
labor. 

To you brother unionist, who may 
also be a member of the Ancient Or- 
der of United Workmen, I would ask 


entering the speculative field and en- 
tering its protest against organized 
labor? If you do I would suggest 
that you continue in your dreamy 
sleep, but if you do not approve of 
such unfair methods I would suggest 
that you awaken to your duty and at 
once write a letter or post card to 
Frank A. Anderson, Grand Master 
Workman, A. O. U. W., Holdrege, Ne- 
braska, and enter your personal pro- 
test against such unfair tactics. If 
these people want to act as non-union 
musicians and make a public protest 
against the employment of union 
musicians, they ought not be allowed 
to do so under the title of a supposed 
noble order. Enter your protest now, 
today.

A. H. KNOLL. 


One of the most gratifying exper- 
iences to an artist who has appeared 
much in public is to review the past 
and look over in memory the multi- 
tude to whom he has given pleasure. 
This certainly does apply with par- 
ticuiar emphasis to the well-wnown 
Erieite, Mr. A. H. Knoll, who for 
years was famous as an entertainer 
from coast to coast. 

He first saw daylight in Erie, Pa., 
Feb. 8, 1855, and was one of 12 chil- 
dren (five girls and seven boys), all 
of whom were natural born musi- 
cians, inheriting this great talent 
from their father, Anton Knoll, who 
had been identified with the leading 
bnads of Germany before coming to 
this country. The father and seven 
sons formed the nucleus of the ceie- 
brated Knoll’s Band, famous through- 
out this section of the country for 
many years. This band, while at its 
best, enlisted in the United States 
navy in 1874, and was stationed on 
the U. S. S. Michigan (now the Wolv- 
erine) which plied the great chain of 
lakes from Buffalo to Duiuth. 

The subject of this sketch began 
his musical career at the age of five 
years, first playing the violin, after 
which he took up the flute and pic- 
colo and became known as a clever 
player. At the age of 17 he took up 
the cornet, and at 25 became its mas- 
ter, having studied under the cele- 
brated Mathews Arbuckie and other 
great teachers and with his natural 
ability soon reached the top of the 
ladder. 

For many years he traveled in part- 
nership with Miss Marie McNeil and 
they were known as “Knoll and Mc- 
Neal, cornet duetists, and they ap- 
peared in every city in this country 
and parts of Europe. 

Mr. Knoll is not only a cornetist. of 
national reputation, but a composer 
as well, having published a number 
of his own compositions in the last 
few years.
